Tbe mystery man claimed hs 


was a 61-year-old U.S. citizen, 
Francis v^illard Keith, born in 
Webb City, Mo., but Panamani- 
an authorities said his German- 
accented English was barely In- 
telligible. 


His fingerprints were flown 


to West Berlin for comparison 
with those of Mueller, who was 
reported alive In Hitler's bunker 
Just before the fall of the Nazis 
in 1'45. 


Tbe chief of Panama's De- 


partment of Investigations, Hec- 
tor Valdes, said there was a 
strong resemblance between the 
man arrested Tuesday and pho- 
tographs of Mueller but his de- 
partment had failed to connect 
the two. 


"I don't believe he is the 


man," Valdes told a reporter. 


West Germany's Justice Min- 


istry said the suspect was Iden- 
tified as Mueller by a Belgian 
informant who also said a Bel- 
gian graphologist had confirmed 
the suspect's handwriting was 
that of the former lieutenant 
general In Heinrich Himmler'ss 
SS Elite Guard.

Wednesday night saw a man ap- 
parently In Ms 60s with several 
days growth of stubble. He sat 
silent In the glare of television 
lights, wearing a light gray coat 
and faded brown trousers.

Mueller was believed dead by 


many Germans, but last week

NEW YORK—(NEA)—In a recent issue of Life, a discon- 


certing reference was made to a couple of "veteran insiders" 
of professional football. One of them was Tex Maule, the 
oracle of Sports Illustrated. Modesty inhibits identification of 
the other. 


This label of veteran insider creates immediate problems. 


People expect you to know what's going on. 


So you're sitting in the press box—well-heated, of course- 


enjoying the sight of Johnny Unitas throwing a touchdown 
pass to Willie Richardson and a guy yells over, "What'd they 
catch 'em in, a rotating zone?" 


The impulse is to answer the way coach Don Shula would: 


"I'll have to wait until I see the films." 


Listen, football's complex enough without trying to figure 


the patterns of 22 men involved in intricate maneuvers like 
fold blocks, line slants, posts and drops. When Frank Gifford 
retired from active play, he scouted opponents one year for 
the New York Giants and found out it was the toughest way 
lei watch a football game. 


"You're supposed to know what's going to happen," he said,

up to block. Hell, I was watching the quarterback—like every- 
body else—to see where the ball went.

gland. Rather, it is the outlet 
of the stomach which consists 
of a thick rnusclar layer to 
regulate the passage of food 
into the duodenum There are 
many causes of pyloric ob- 
struction. Nervous spasm of 
various types of scar tissue 
due to a peptic ulcer or an 
operation in that region are 
the commonest causes, 


If a high-calory" IJqitid diet. 


which you could take to work 
in a vacuum bottle and dole 
out in small portions, and anti- 
spasmodic drugs don't help 
you, an operation may be nec- 
essary.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Late 


this month Arkansas drivers 
will receive by mail Invalidated 
driver licenses as the state 
moves into a central issue sys- 
tem for the first time. 


The new system wll elimi- 


nate standing in line, a custom 
to which Arkansans have be* 
come adjusted during an annual 
January rush to obtain the 11* 
censes as well as new motor ve- 
hicle license plates. 


The new system, spawned In 


the 1967 General Assembly, Is a 
simple one since it will be con- 
ducted by computer In the state 
Revenue 
Department's 
data 


processing center. 


The two-year transition period 


required to complete the change 
will likely cause some prob- 
lems, but once the system is es- 
tablished, obtaining a renewed 
license will be quite easy. 


"We expect to have a high 


rate of errors on this original 
mail issue," says H. W. Rien- 
hardt, a retired Air Force lieu- 
tenant colonel who Is serving as 
the project manager for the de- 
partment. 


The department will mail out 


new licenses Nov. 29 to all li- 
censed drivers in 1967, using 
data 
obtained 
from persons 


when they bought their current 
license. 


Reinhardt said this is why 


errors are expected, since many 
motorists 
may 
have 
moved 


since purchasing the license, 
leaving the department with a 
wrong address. 


A driver receiving the in- 


validated license In the mail will 
have it validated by going by 
the local revenue office. At that 
time, any error on the license 
will be corrected and adjust- 
ments made in the computer to 
provide 
the Revenue Depart- 


ment with needed date to as- 
sure a smooth operation in fu- 
ture years. 


The licenses also will no long- 


er 
be issued on a 
calendar 


year basis, but will expire the 
last day of the month in which 
the driver was born, thus cre- 
ating a staggered issue system. 


During the transition period, 


persons born in an even num- 
bered year will receive a two- 
year license and those born in 
an odd numbered year will re- 
ceive a one-year license. 


For example, a person born 


in December 1933 will get a 
one-year license that will expire 
the last day of December in 
1908 at which time he will re- 
new the license for two years, 
carrying to the last day of De- 
cembei in 1970. 


A person born In December 


1934 will get a two-year license 
thai will expire the last day of 
December 
in 19G9, at which 


time he would renew it for a 
i\vo-year period ending the last 
day of December in 1971. 


Once the system is estab- 


lished, the Revenue Department 
will mail a renewal license to 
an individual 45 days In advance 
of the person's birthday.

1896, 1900 and 1908- only to lose 
in the elections. 


But those two would-be presi- 


dents, Stassen and Bryan, not 
only couldn't hold a candle to 
Norman Thomas, they couldn't 
hold a match to him although 
Thomas, who got the Socialist 
party's presidential nomination 
six times, was different from 
Stassen and Bryan. 


He almost certainly knew 


from the beginning that in all 
the times he ran a Socialist had 
no chance. He must have been 
running for the principle of the 
thing.

announcing, Thomas, at 83, was

slight stroke. Two weeks ago he 
said he was withdrawing from 
public light but was skeptical he 
had made his last speech.

He said Tuesday he 
wants to give voters a wider 
choice. 


He said he will be a "peace" 


candidate, referring to the war 
in Vietnam. When he announced 
his candidacy in 1963 he said, "I 
should like to see the Republi- 
can party take the lead In trying 
to modernize the United Na- 
tions." 


In this year's August edition 


of Esquire magazine, when he 
said, "I don't rule out the 1968 
nomination" for himself, he 
gave this view: 


"I want a progressive Repub- 


lican party. I want a strong 
United Nations. I want peace in

But he doesn't always stick to 


the same line. Early in 1952 he 
said he was the most likely 
compromise 
candidate if a

Groups Are

FBI and its parent agency, the 
Justice Department, are at odds 
over

"strike force" concept for fight- 
ing organized crime. 
,„ As a result, the FBI has re- 


?fused to join fully the new anti- 
crime 
force—practically 
the 


only civilian federal investiga- 
tive agency to decline full par- 
ticipation. 


Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark 


made public the new concept 
earlier this week in a New York 
speech when he announced the 
department will set up several 
"strike forces" to probe organ- 
ized crime in selected areas. 


The decision was based on a 


highly successful operation dur- 
ng the past year in 
Buffalo, 


N.Y., which resulted in 14 in- 
dictments affecting 31 defend- 
ants. 


Under the strike force con- 


cept, seven federal investigative 
agencies work together on an in- 
tensive drive against organized 
crime in a selected area for a 
year or two. 


Although Justice Department 


officials refused to discuss the 
disagreement, it is known they 
feel their job would be much 
easier if the FBI participated 
fully in the new technique. 


FBI participation so far has 


been passive. It has not as- 
signed agents to work on the 
strike forces 
but has madu 


ivailable its vist intelligence 
sources. 


Technically, at least, the at- 


torney general could order FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover to as- 
sign agents to the strike force, 
but Clark is said to be reluctant 
to do so. Although the FBI is 
part of the Justice Department 
it operates practically as an au- 
tonomous agency. 


Insiders familiar with FBI op- 


erations say the bureau's oppo-

her final voyage up the White 
River from Clarendon to a per- 
manent berth at the Jackson- 
port State Park. She Is expected 
to reach Jacksonport late to- 
day, 
completing 
a 
three-day 


journey. 


The Mary Woods Is the last 


triple-decked steamboat on the 
White River and one of the very 
few 
remaining 
on the entire 


Mississippi River system. The 
Potlatch 
Lumber Co. has re- 


placed the steam boilers with 
two modern diesel engines, but 
the boat is still driven by fhe 
big paddle wheel in the stern. 
It has a steel hull and is in 
good running order. 


Having a genuine steamboat 


at anchor at the Jacksonport 
landing to complement the old 
Jacksonport 
Courthouse 
has 


been in the over-all plan of the 
Jackson County Historical So- 
ciety since the courthouse re- 
restoration was begun. It was a 
big dream and has taken five 
years to come true. 


Many inquiries were made in 


Memphis and even New Orleans 
to 
locate a steamboat 
which 


might be bought for this pur- 
po he. 


One morning three years ago, 


("apt. Charles Warner and John 
Morrow Jr. of batc-svllle called 
at 
the 
home 
of Mrs. Lady 


Elizabeth Luker, then president 
of the Historical Society. Capt. 
Warner is a returned steamboat 
pilot and had compiled a his- 
tory of stt-amooats on the White 
River for the society. 


He had also helped in the 


search for a boat. They were 
breathless with the news of * 
rumor that the Potlatch Lum- 
ber Co. intended to replace the 
steni*liL-el.'r Mary W'oods and 
It might be offered for sale. 


Mrs, Luker discussed the idea, 


with 
Bryan Sterns, associate 


director of the Parks and Pub- 
licity Commission. He was In- 


terested, and said to investigate 
the 
possibility. Mrs. Luker 


talked to R. V. Warner, general 
manager of the Potlatch Corp. 
at Warren and was promised 
that when the Mary Woods was 
replaced, the Jacksonport State 
Park 
would be 
notified and 


given first consideraton. There 
the 
matter 
rested until this 


spring. 


In 
the 
meantime, 
lumber 


company 
officials had 
heard 


about the Jacksonport Museum 
and 
Park, 
members of the 


Parks Commission 
had men- 


tioned the boat to Warner, and 
Sen. Robert Harvey of Swiftori 
asked his friends in the leglsla. 
ture to put In a word. 


When it was definitely planned 


to purchase a new boat, Warner 
notified the Parks Commission 
that the Mary Woods was not 
only available but that the cor- 
poration would like to make a 
gift of her for the Jacksonport 
Park. She had always operated 
on the \Miite River and Pot- 
latch 
thought she should re- 


main there. 


Evaluation of the boat, its 


engines and equipment occupied 
most of the summer months. 
The galley is fully equipped 
with stove, ice box and ireezer; 
the boat has its own self con- 
tained lighting system. There 
were qualms when a park in 
Florida tried to buy the boat, 
but 
the offer was turned down. 


Final 
arrangements 
wer« 


made last month, and the Mary 
Woods will soon round the many 
bends of the White River to the 
mouth of Jacques Creek. She 
will call to mind the hundreds 
of stern and sidewheelers which 
were bound for this landing for 
more than a century, after the 
"Waverly" first nosed her way 
up the river In 1831. 


During the winter months the 


steamboat will be painted, the 
staterooms refurnished and all 
made ready for a gala opening 
to the public next summer.
